GARFIELD QUITS 
AS FUEL DICTATOR 


He Tenders His Resigna- 
tion to President Wilson 
and Latter Accepts—No 


Successor Mentioned. 


Washington, December 3.—Fuel 
Commissioner Garfield has resign- 
ed and President Wilson has ac- 
cepted his resignation. This was 
announced tonight at the white 
house, 

“It was announced at the execu- 
tive offices today,” said the state- 
ment, “that United States Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield had tendere 
his resignation to take effect 
the pleasure of the president, and 
that the président had accepted the 
resignation, although it was made 
clear that the needs of domestic 
consumers will continue to receive 
the attention of the fuel adminis- 
tration until the winter is passed.” 

The correspondence between the 
president and Dr. Garfield was not 
made: public, nor was there any in- 
formation as to when the resigna- 
tion becomes effective or whether a 
successor to Dr. Garfield will be 
named, . 

It is understood that Dr. Gar- 
field plans to remain at his post the 
remainder of this month, but that 
after the holidays he will resume 
his duties as president of Williams 
college. It is assumed that he re- 
sisned at this time so that the pres- 
ident could act in the matter be- 
fore his departure for Europe. 

The white house statement made 
it clear that the fuel administration 
will continue to function, certainly 
until the end of the winter. Dr. 
Garfield himself announced recent- 
ly that he hoped to be able to re- 
move price restrictions and possi- 
bly the zoné regulations on bitu- 
minous coal about the middle 
this month, but that contral over 
the uomestic supply of anthracite 
would be @ontinued until the end 
of the c@al year, next April 1,

What finally brought about down- 
fall of the German military power, 
he declared, was revolution induced 
by four years of hunger among the 
civilians and the troops in the rear, 
together with the overwhelming 
superiority in numbers attained by 
the entente powers since America’s 
entrance into the war, which had 
undermined the confidence of the 
German fighting forces,

Describing how he left the front, 
Frederick William declared: 

“I was with my group of armies 
after the kaiser left Germany. I 
asked the Berlin government wheth- 
er they desired me to retain my 
command. They replied negatively, 
and I could not continue to lead 
armies under orders of the soldiers’ 
and workmen’s council. 

“Therefore, J came to Holland, 
without hindrance. No shooting or 
bombing occurred, and I quit the 
army with the greatest regret after 
having. participated in the trench 
life with the soldiers for so long. 

“I have not been in Germany for 
& year, and from the beginning of

‘Atlanta, Pioneers Gather 


Around Banquet Board 
and “Revisit” Scenes of 
Childhood—H. R. Du- 
rand Named President of 
Association.

Memories of the birch that flour- 
ished terror to the wayward urchin, 
the ole swimming hole, spelling 
bees—at which George Hammond 
always won the dictionary, the first 
sweetheart with whom the two 
hearts entwinea were carved on the 
oak tree, all these and more were 
revived Tuesday night at the Pio- 
neer schoolboys banquet held at Fol- 
som’s cafe on Peachtree street. 

This organization is composed of 
300 “boys,” who went to the pay 
schools in Atlanta prior to 1872. Tha 
following new officers were élected 
for the ensuing year: H. R. Du- 
rand, president; George KE. Johnson 
and John Y. Burchhardt, vice presi- 
dents; James L. Logan, secretary, 
and W. F. Crusselle, assistant sec- 
retary.

How Inquiry Originated. 

The inquiry, the geographical so- 
ciety’s statement said, grew out of 
a conference between President Wil- 
son and Colonel House in Septem- 
ber, 1917. It was soon evident that 
the scope of the investigation would 
demand not only a personnel of size 
and quality hitherto unknown in any 
such work, but headquarters where 
safety from enemy activity, of rec- 
ords and secret documents could be 
assured. This problem was solved 
when the American Geographical svu- 
ciety placed its building and part of 
its staff, including its director, at 
the disposal of the inquiry without 
cost. 

The cartographic force of the 
American Geographical society, aug~- 
mented by government aid, began 
amap making program hitherto 
without precedent in this country, 
all work being carefully drawn from 
the latest and best sources.

Information Carefully Indexed. 

Information gathered by the in- 
quiry has been so carefully classi- 
fied, indexed and subdivided, the 
society stated, that it will be in- 
stantly available. It includes polit- 
ical history, emphasizing the rights 
of ‘minority peoples in cosmopoli- 
tan populations; international law, 
with a groundwork for bringing‘the 
subject up to date; diplomatic his- 
tory, including that of the present 
war; economics, geography, eco- 
nomic and political; physiography, 


‘with special -attention to strategic 


frontiers and topographic barriers; 
cartography (map-making from all 
viewpoints); education and irriga- 
tion. 

In addition to this library the 
peace commissioners will have at 
their command hundreds of books 
and maps from the American Geo- 
graphical society, Harvard and 
Princeton universities, Haverford 
college, the library of congress and 
the New York public library, which 
have been transported overseas. 

Similar inquiries, it was stated, 
have been in progress abroad, no- 
{ably in France and England, and 
there have been frequent confer- 
ences between these and the Amer- 
ican investigators for delivery of 
material and tnterchange of views.

Prussian Failure 


And now visibly, tangibly, the 
Prussian failure is revealed. The 
Old roads of invasion followed by 
the armies of Louis XIV." and Na- 
poleon, are now filled with new 
armies of invasion. Napoleon IIL. 
told his peopie that his empire meant 
peace, when it proved to mean un- 
successful war. It collapsed almost 
in an hour. and’ to this day the 
Napoleonic legend in France has not 
revived, 

The invasion of Germany—unre- 
sisted though it be—is a fact of en- 
during historical importance, be- 
cause it is a final proof that the 
whole theory and faith which -was 
expressed in the German empire 
were false, Germany did not gain 
security at home and opportunity to 
pillage and plunder abroad. ler 
portion was first domestic misery, 
then foreign defeat, and final in- 
vasion and occupation. 

It is impossible to exaggerate the 
value of the demonstration now be- 
ing made in Germany of the fallacy 
of German reasoning. : The German 
occupied Lille, St. Quentin, Laon. 
He planned to annex Flanders and 
French Lorraine. But today it 1s 
Treves and Aix-la-Chapelle which 
receive enemy garrisons and tomor- 
row it will Cologne, Coblenz and 
Mainz. Meanwhile Alsace-Lorraine 
is lost and Prussian Poland destined 
to pass to ther hands. °* 

Lesson Will Not be Lost. 

By contrast with Aix-la-Ciapelle, 
just receiving a Belgian garrison, 
is Liege. Welcoming the re- 
turning king and the general who 
unavailingly but gallantly detended 
it. The taking of Liege was a feat 
that filled Germany with immense 
and unrestrained rejoicing. It was 
the first stcp in worid domination— 
so it seemed in August, 1914. But 
in December, 1918, it is the lust cir- 
culmstance preceding the coming of 
enemy troops in the fatheritand, 

The lesson is a lesson that was 
necessary and will not be lost. No 
victory could be a sufficient victory 
which ended the war on French or 
Belgian soil and left the mass of 
the German people conscious of 
failure in aggression, but oblivious 
to the meaning of defeat, still im- 
mune from the consequences of an 
unsuccessful raid upon neighboring 
states, 

When American, British, French 
and Belgian troups are along the 
Rhine, when German provinces. are

Washington, December 3.—Re- 
sumption of the issuance of through 
export bills of lading for cotton 
was ordered today by Director Gen- 
eral McAdoo, As conditions for 


these permits, however, the director 
meneral specified that definite con- 
tracts for ocean carriage, with spe- 
cified sailing dates, must have been 
made in advance. Representatives 
of steamsi#jp lines are required to 
obtain the necessary permit from 
the export committee having juris- 
diction over the port. On receiv- 
ing the permit the forwardiffe 
agent may issue the through export 
bil] of lading, but is instructed not 
to accept shipment “until a reason- 
ble period to move the shipment 
to the port in time for the specified 
sailing.”’

Kederaniion Proposed Before War. 
It is explained that such a feder- 
ation would have been formed be-- 
fore the war had it not been for the 
Hungarian agricultural party, which 
throttled agriculturakt commerce 
with Rumania and Serbia, particu- 
larly Serbia. This caused agitation, 
which played a large part in events 
leading to the assassination of 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand. It is 
pointed out that such a federation 
is demanded by the internal trade 
of the former empire, since Czecho- 
Slovakia needs a market for its 
coal, iron, sugar, glass and leather, 
while German-Austria has indus- 
trial organizations to use the raw 
products.

ABOUT 160,000 NAMES

Assistant Secretary Kep- 
.pel Admits System Is 
Slow and Says If It Had 
to Be Done Over New 
Plan Would Be Adopted. 


Washington, December 3.—Secre- 
tary Baker, appearing before the 
senate military committee today to 
explain the delay in completing the 
publication of American casualties 
overseas, gaid he thought most. of 
the unreported names were those of 
men slightly wounded and would 
come by mail. 

Senators were unable to under- 
stand why only something over 
100,000 names have been published, 
when it has been officially an- 
mounced that the casualties number 
262,693. The secretary said every 
effort consistent with accuracy was 
made to prevent delay, and that 
General Pershing had been urged 
repeatedly to expedite his lists, 
sending the name of the dead first. 

Baker Denies Withholding. 
-“The department from the begin- 
ning,” Mr. Baker said, “has never 
held up, withheld or delayed giving 
out casualty lists. Our policy has 
been to give a complete statement 
as soon as possible.” 

General March, chief of staff, and 
Assistant Secretary Keppel were 
with the secretary. Mr. Keppel said 
the system of securing and verify- 
ing casualty reports in France had 
been slow at first, and if it had to 
be done over again it probably 
would be done differently. 

General March, discussing de- 

'mobilization, said General Pershing 
was selecting units for the occupa- 
tional force of about 1,250,000 men 
and that all the other American sol- 
'diers in France would be brought 
home as rapidly as shipping could 
be provided. 

Inaccurate Report by Soldiers. 

Secretary Baker said many com- 

) plaints had been based upon misun- 
derstanding and suspfcions that the 
‘dists were being held up and that 
| distress had been caused among 
‘relatives by inaccurate reports in 
soldiers’ private letters. He told in 
| detail of the publication plan under

simultaneous publication through- 
out the country.

“I don’t feel free to say that,” 
Mr. Baker answered. 

“Has General Pershing been ask- 


ed to expedite the reports?” 
“Repeatedly, repeatedly.” 
“There have been so many cases 
it seems to me the system was in- 


efficient,” Senator Weeks observed. 
“The system at central headquar- 


ters was too slow at the outset,” 


Mr. Baker continued, “but it has 
been improved. We had to choose 
between speed and unreliable infor- 
mation and a somewhat slower 
system, but reliable. Whether 
we've had too much time spent on 
reliability and accuracy is a ques- 
tion on which there might be a dif- 
ference of opinion.” 

Senator Johnson, of California, 
asked: what was holding up the 
names of the men included in the 
total number already announced. 

“1 don’t know why,” Secretary 
Baker answered. “We're getting 
them as rapidly as the cables are 
able to carry them. I think the 
major part of those missing are 
of slightly wounded and are coming 
by mail. 

“I cabled General Pershing a 
Suggestion made to me by Y. 
Stone, of the Associated Press, to 
send the deaths first and let the 
seriously wounded follow and then 
the slightly wounded. I asked 
General Pershing if his machinery 
was adapted .o cable the deaths 
first. He replied that sending of 
wounded was not delaying the lists 
of dead and that no speed could be 
gotten by the process suggested.” 

Americans in Actual Battle. 

Senator Johnson asked how many 
Americans had been in actual fight- 
ing up to the signing of the armi- 
stice. Secretary’ Baker estimated 
750,000 and General March added 
that it was above that number, but 
“somewhat less than one million.” 

General March also said unless 
relatives of Americans who have 
lost their lives request otherwise, 
all bodies of the American dead 
will be brought home, without 
‘legislation by congress. How soon 
the transportation of bodies will 
| begin, General March said he could 
not state. 

Obviously, General March said, 
while active fighting was in prog- 
ress reports of casualties were slow. 
He read telegrams exchanged be- 
tween the department and General 
Pershing last July and August after 
the heavy American losses in the 
Chateau Thierry fighting, which 
were delayed in transmission. In re- 
ply to orders from Secretary Baker 
advising General Pershing that the 
,delay was “creating a feeling of 
distrust” of the department, Gen- 
eral Pershing replied detailing dif- 
ficulties of securing and verifying 
casualty reports and assuring that 
all possible speed was being exer- 
cised. 

General Pershing explained that 
the troops were widely separated, 
with some in British and French 
hospitals; that sometimes records 
were destroyed and that the field 
telegraph wires were overburdened. 
General Pershing insisted that to 
avoid unnecessary distress, verifi- 
cation of reports was necessary. 

No Fighting and Still Delay. 

Senator Hitchcock conceded that 
while fighting was in progress ree 
ports might be slow, but added: 

“But it stopped Novernber 11 and 
still we don’t Know what has hap- 
pened.” 

General March replied that on 
November 11 he cabled General Per- 
shing to send promptly a complete 
casualty summary of dead and 
missing. General Pershing replied 
that it would be done and a report 
of seriously wounded would come 
without delaying reports on the 
dead and missing. 

Senator Hitchcock observed that 
apparently about 160,000 casualties 
still were unreported. General 
March said, as Secretary Baker had, 
that most of these were slightiy 
wounded. 

Senator Frelinghuysen, of New 
Jersey, said that apparently the 
total American deaths were 60,000, 
and of these only 47,000 have heen 
reported. He urged that the com- 
mittee act to expedite the final re- 
turns. 

Assistant Secretary Keppel said 
other governments experienced the 
Same difficulties with their systems 
four years ago.

GERMANY WARNED 


BY MARSHAL FOCt 


That A 11 Locomotives 
Named in the Armistice 
Must Be Delivered at 


Once—Germans Say It 
Is Impossible. 


London, December 3.—Marshal 
Foch has sent a new ultfmatum to 
the German armistice delegates, de- 
manding that Germany give up the 
rest of the locomotives agreed to, 
according to “an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch from Copenhagen 
transmitting advices from Berlin. 

Mathias Erzberger, leader of the 
German armistice commission, pro- 
tested that it was impossible and 
asked for a respite. The ultimatum 
expired Monday forenoon, with what 
result it has not been learned. 

A Reuter dispatch from Berlin to- 
day confirms the delivery of the ul- 
timatum, the time limit of which is 
twenty-four hours. It says Mathias 
Erzberger, of the German armistice 
commission, offered to deliver al} 
the locor ‘ives as soon as they were 
repaired. The German newspapers, 
adds the dispatch, point out that 
there is no hope of prolonging the 
armistice, and that it is likely the 
allies will occupy Germany. 

MORE TIME 
MAY BE GIVEN. 

Paris, December 3.—It appears 
the Germans will be unable to hand 
over all the 5,000 locomotives stip- 
ulated in the armistice agreement 
by December 17, according to The 
Matin, and it is possible that the 
allies will grant more time to the 
enemy. This will have the effect of 
delaying peace negotiations, since 
they can not begin until the armi- 
stice conditions have all been ful- 
filied. 

Discussion between the allied del- 
egations to the peace conference will 
probably begin on December 20, with 
President Wilson taking part per- 
sonally.

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RAILROAD OWNERS 
REQUEST A HEARING 


New York, December 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—An important conference was 
held today of members of the advis- 
ory counsel recently appointed by 
the National Association of Owners 
of Railroad Securities, and also of 
general counsel of the association. 
Of the advisory counsel, ex-Senator 
Elihu Root and John G Milburn, 
New York; John S, Miller, Chicago, 
and Hugh L. Bond, Baltimore, were 
present. The members of genefral 
counsel who were in conference were 
Samuel Untermyer and B. H. Inness 
Brown, New York. The conference 
was called by S. Davies Warfield, 
president of the association, who 
was present. 

The question of the return of the 
railroads, growing out of the pres- 
ident’s message, was fully discussed. 
After the conference President War- 


nication that has been sent to the 
chairman of the committee on iIn- 
terstate commerce of the senate, and 
also of the house. 

Text of Letter. 

The letter follows: 

“Hon. Ellison Durant Smith, 
Chairman Committee on Interstate 
Commerce, United States Senate, 
Washington, D. C.—Dear_ Senator 
Smith: On behalf of this assocla- 
tion we respectfully ask that at a 
propitious time you will accord the 
association an opportunity to be 
heard in respect to the return of the 
railroads to their owners. 
tional Association of Owners of 
Railroad Securities, through its 
membership, directly and indirectly 
by institutional and individual mem- 
bership, represents five billions of 
the seventeen billion dollars of se- 
curities of the railroads. It repre- 
sents through such membership 
thirty million people of the coun- 
try of the fifty millions (nearly one- 
half of the total population) who 
own or are interested in railroad 
securities. Its management is vest- 
ed in an advisory committee of 159 
members from 67 cities and 36 
states, an executive committee of 
33 members, an active sub-executive 
committee of nine members, a finan- 
cial committee of seventy named 
from 34 cities and 30 states, a gen- 
eral committee of fifteen represent- 
ing ten states, many of this latter 
committee being shippers. This as- 
sociation, therefore, represents 
largely the ownership of the Trail- 
roads of the country. 

“The position taken by the asso- 
ciation in so far as the return of the 
railroads to their owners is con- 
cerned is almost identical with that 
largely taken by the president in his 
address before the congress yester- 
day. The.president said, among oth- 
er things, the following: 

“‘The one conclusion that T am 
ready to state with confidence is 
that it would be a disservice alike 
to the country and to the owners 
of the railroads to return to the 
old conditions unmodified. Those 
are conditions of restraint without 
development. There is nothing af- 
firmative or helpful about’ them. 
What the country chiefly needs is 
that all its means of transportation 
should be developed—its railways, 
its waterways, its highways and Its 
country-side roads. Some new ele- 
ment of policy, therefore, is abso- 
lutelv necessary—necessary for the 
service of the public, necessary for 
the release of credit to those who 
are administering the railways, 
necessary for the protection of their 
security holders. I hope that the 
congress will have a complete and 
impartial study of the whole prob- 
lem instituted at once and prosecut- 
ed as rapidly as possible. I stand 
ready and anxious to release the 
roads from the present control, and 
T must do so at a verv earlv date, 
if by waiting until the statutory 
limit of time is reached T shall be 
merely prolonging the period of 
doubt and uncertainty, which 1s 
hurtful to interest con- 
cerned. 

Position of Railroad Owners. 

“Only recently has the associa- 
tion, through the public press, 
stated that the railroads must be 
returned under plans which shall 
protect alike the shipper, the travel- 
ing public, labor and the security 
owner, provide adequate means for 
governmental regulation, including 
supervision of railroad security 
issues. We stated that the inter- 
state commerce commission 1s the 
authorized agency to which this 
will be likely entrusted, and that 
legislation by the congress would 
be necessarily required for the di- 
rection of that commission, if con- 
tinued by the congress as the regu- 
lating body. We also stated that 
provision should be made for the 
retention of such methods of admin- 
istration as may have been found 
to be effective during federal con- 
trol, to increase, rather than dimin- 
ish, the advantages to be secured 
from individual initiative and to 
provide for taking care of the ob- 
ligations to the government of each 
railroad incurred during the con- 
tinuance of federal control. 

“We have taken the position that 
the railroads cannot be returned 
with their credit impaired. If it is, 
it will be costlv to the shipper and to 
the public. The higher their credit 
the cheaper can money be secured 
by them for purposes of hauling 
freight and passengers. We have 
stated that comprehensive plans for 
strict governmental rerulation 
which shall include supervision of 
security issues, must be studied. 
They are to be decided upon by the 
congress and should be worked out 
coincidentally with the operation 
of the railroads by the government 
during the remainder of federal con- 
trol, with the fixed purpose and to 
the end that congress intended. 

Wilson Is Quoted. 

“Your attention is requested to an 
important part of the president's 
address in which he says: 

“‘The full equipment of the rail- 
wavs which the federal adminis- 
tration had planned would not be 
completed within any such period 
(twenty-one months). The present 
law does not permit the use of the 
revenues of the several roads for 
the execution of such plans except 
by formal contract With their direc- 
tors, some of whom will consent, 
while some will not, and therefore 
does not afford sufficient authority 
to undertake improvements upon 
the scale upon which it would be 
necessary to undertake them.’ 

“In other words, the federal con- 
trol act did not provide for such 
expenditures as the railroad adminis- 
tration apparently deems necessary 
in their unification and other plans 
that were in mind in respect to the 
railroads. This was the position 
taken by this association during the 
negotiations of the railroad con- 
tract. We did not believe that the 
federal control act provided for ex- 
penditures that the contract offered 
by the railroad administration 
seeks to cover. The statement of 
the president tndicates that the 
position taken by us was correct. 
This Situation has therefore to be 
taken into consideration, we feel, 
ment of the railroad problem as is 
practicable. Added importance is 
siven to this because of the purpose 
of the president to provide for as 
early a return of the properties as 
can be satisfactorily acecomplished.

BUSINESS MEN WANT 
70 D0 OWN PROBLEMS 


Atlantic City, N. J.. December 3. 
Busines# men here to attend the re- 
construction congress called by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the Unit- 


ed States to open tomorrow, met 
today to consider what policies and 
proposals they shall present tio the 
general meeting for adoption. Theie 
were nearly four hundred meetings 


of war service committees, repre- 
senting virtually every business and 
industry in the ceuntry, and views 
touching many phases of the busi- 
ness or industry in which any par- 
ticular committee is interested were 
freely expressed. As a result a large 
number of resolutions will be pre- 
sented to the clearance committee 
for action and submission to the 
general convention. 

There seemed to be a general 
agreement that business must pro 
ceed cautiously in bringing about 
the after-the-war readjustment; 
that there should be no “sudden 
dumping of products on the mar- 
ket and thus bring about demoral- 
ization; that labor should be stead- 
ily employed as one of the best ways 
to mreintain stability; that there 
should be no effort made by the 
government in arbitrarily fixing 
prices, and that business should be 
permitted, to a large extent, to 
work out its own reconstruction 
problems, 

According to some committeemen 
efforts will be made to modify the 
Sherman anti-trust laws, but there 
is no agreement as to how far the 
modifications should go. The war 
service committee on building stone 
voiced a protest “against the propo- 
sal to inc.gurate a nation-wide ba- 
sis of railroad rates tonstructed on 
the theory that distance is the out- 
standing controlling factor. 

Opposition to government owner- 
ship of railroads was the substance 
of another resolution by the stone 
building committee. It favors, how- 
ever, “intensified regulations” as re- 
spects railroad corporate affairs. 

A Jaw making it legal for a man- 
ufacturer of a trade-mark article 
to establish his wholesale, jobbing 
and retail price and maintain them 
through refusal to supply a cutter 
was suggested in a report to an- 
other war service committee.

National presidents of the large 
women’s organizations have arrang- 
ed elaborate programs for Wednes- 
day, in response to telegrams in- 
forming them that the United States 
is pledged to respond to the call of 
hungry millions and that the priv- 
ilexe of meeting this crisis is being 
extended to the women of the coun- 
try now as in the past. Through 
the women’s organizations, house- 
wives will be asked to remain mobi- 
lized for war relief as they were or- 
ganized to support the nation’s 
prosecution of the war.

In this day of retrospective— 
looking back upon Europe and a 
war that has happily ended—we

Had Many Italians. 

It will be recalled that the 82d 
division, mobilized and trained at 
Camp Gordon, and commanded al- 
most exclusively by southern bat- 
talion and company officers, had 
within its personnel on the day of 
embarkation a larger number of 
Italian soldiers than of any other 
nationality, except Americans. The 
number of’ Italians were so great, 
on the whole, indeed, that in some 
companies they predominated. 

When I was in France, after this 
division had made its fighting rec- 
ord at St. Mihiel, and was then 
leading in the great Argonne finals 
that drenched the uplands of north- 
eastern France in blood, and forced 
the world victory for the arms of 
the allies, I particularly inquired 
about the fighting qualities and 
the courage of these Italians; and 
about their discipline and comrade- 
ship. I heard nothing but the most 
enthusiastic reports. They were 
tender and sympathetic as com- 
rades; obedient to command, fear- 
less under fire, and fought like de- 
mons, :

Every little while ’a reader writes 
that his doctor has examined his 
chest and told him that he must 
take care of himself, for he has a 
tendency to tuberculosis in one lung, 
and the reader wants to know what 


I have studied this thing hard 
and I am bound to confess that l 
don't know. It is difficult enough 
to make a diagnosis of actual in- 
cipient tuberculosis of the lung— 
tuberculosis in the first stage. When 
it comes to diagnosing a tendency 
to the disease I must turn the pa- 
tient over to a better doctor. 

As I have encountered tubercu- 
losis, either the patient had the dis- 
ease or he did not have it or 1 was 
unable to determine whether he had 
it or not.

Why Boil the Drinking water? 

Our boy is in the army and my 
husband has taken a pastorate im 
the country. I have always -heard 
well water is not healthful to drink 
unless boiled. By boiling the water 
will we be safe from typhoid fever? 
This will be my first experience in 
the country. (Mrs. M. L. S.) 

ANSWER—If there is any chance 
of seepage of human sewage into 
the well, there would be a risk of 
getting typhoid fever from the wa- 
ter. The local or state health au-< 
thorities should know about the 
well in question. Boiling all the 
water used from the well would de- 
stroy any typhoid bacilli possibly 
present in the water—but water is 
but one of several avenues of infec- 
tion with typhoid, so if you want 
to be on the safe side, just be vac- 
cinated against typhoid before you 
move to the country.

What do you think about using 
whisky as a preventative of Span- 
ish influenza? Does wearing asafoe- 
tida or camphor in a bag about the 
neck offer any protection against 
this or similar diseases?

Mr. Wellborn states that it is im- 
possible to predict what the future 
may bring during the period of re- 
adjustment, but he expresses confi- 
dence in the nation’s strength and 
ability to recuperate, and expects 
businss conditions to gradually re- 
vert to a pre-war basis with the 
sradual demobilization of the army. 


Regarding Cotton. 

in regard to cotton, he thinks that 
now that the farmers have been 
siven moral support in the cotton 
holding movement, they will be abie 
to obtain sufficient financial assis- 
tance to hold their crops for the 
cost of production plus a reasona- 
ble profit. In this respect he states 
that the crop this year cost more to 
produce than any crop ever grown 
in this district, and that the grow- 
ers feel that they must realize 35 
eents per pound as the cost of pro- 
duction. War conditions have forced 
the farmer to invest more in cattle 
ang hogs than ever before instead 
of depending so completely on his 
cotton crop, which will in the long 
run leave the farmer in a more in- 
dependent position now than at the 
béginning of the war. 

Other enterprises that the south- 
east is interested in received the fol- 
lowing comment by Mr. Wellborn: 

“With the contemplated increase in ocean 
tonnage during the next six months, opera- 
tors ure optimistic as to the demands for 
naval stores, especially rosin, as such a de- 
mand would come at a time when it would 
be impossible to increase the production, as 
the present crop is about gathered. There 
wil be no new production until later in the 
spring of the new year. This would leave 
rosin and turpentine in \ very strong post- 
tion with tendencies for upward prices. 

“The brick and vilding industry have 
been seriously hand®apped during the wal 
with brick stocks now low; and, with rather 
little or no stock being accumulated before 
spring, when the season’ opens, this indl- 
eates higher prices, and the tendency to 
hold stocks has tightened. 

Lumber Pessimistic, 

“The lumber trade is inclined to be pes- 
simistic; at least as to the next eight or 
ten months, largely on account of the ban 
placed on shipments of lumber and the 
lessening of government demands, and no 
great improvement is looked for until mat- 
ters adjust themselves to more normal con- 
ditions. The lumber mill men are com- 
plaining of shortage and insufficient labor, 
poor ear facilities and government restric- 
' tions are reducing the output. The cost of 
manufacturing lumber has been exceeding!y 
expensive. The output is about 30 per 
cent less, while the cost in conducting their 
inills shows an increase of about 25 per 
cent. They report considerable decrease in 
orders and it is believed that government 
requiremnts will not be in sufficient volume 
to keep them fully employed. 

‘The mercantile business, while reported 
fair, is not so good, owing to the influenza 
epidemic which prevented many traders 
fromm visiting stores, resulting in a con- 
siderable eurtailment of sales. Busiress, 
however, is increasing and a large holiday 
trade is anticipated.

“The amount shown represents the value 
of the animals killed during 1917. of 
course, ‘the jncreased prices in meat and 
leather would now make the prices much 
higher.

In Coal Fields, 

‘‘In the Alabama coal fields the influ- 
euza epidemic was disastrous to the coal 
operators in October. About thirty coal 
mines were forced to shut down. The out- 
put for September, 1915, was 1,544,769 tons 
for October, 1918, 1,425,219 tons. A loss 
in October compared with September, 119,- 
550. More mines are now in operation and 
an increased output is shown. Railroad 
service is reported improved. It is also 
Claimed that within the next ten to fifteen 
days all of the mines in this district will 
be opening and that conditions will soon 
become normal. 

“The pipe plants (except the soil pipe 
people) are practically out of business at 
the present time, except for filling munition 
orders for the government. They have no 
open trade and can have none so long as 
the transportation facilities and govern- 
ment restrictions are in force. The soil pipe 
plants have had a fair but limited business 
in filling orders for the governinent. 

“The pig iron plants report an increased 

output; orders for the government are 
large, and the demand from foreign gov- 
ernments is enormous. The production of 
pig iron in the state of Alabama is all that 
could be desired. The output in Septeinber, 
1918, was 207,444 tons and in October, 1918, 
208,470 tons. 
Oeerne steel mills are kept busy and are 
making good showings as to output, with 
orders enough to keep them employed and 
are not handicapped in making deliveries. 
The structural buildings, in course of erec- 
tion, were somewhat retarded during the in- 
fluenza epidemic, but conditions are becom- 
ing normal and good progress is now being 
made in all lines of this industry. 

“The citrus crop of Florida is reported 
good and though only about 70 per cent nor- 
mal, shows an increase of about 50 per cent 
over last year. Weather conditions have 
been favorable and the crop is being mar- 
keted about three weeks earlier than last 
year. The present crop is estimated at 
5,500,000 boxes of oranges and 2,900,000 
boxes of grapefruit. First-grade oranges 
are now selling: at $4 and $4.50 f.o.b. with 
an occasional sale at higher prices.

Senator Sherman contended that 
the ordinary function of the presi-

the routine acts. . 

“Sovereignty is not of a migrato- 
ry character,” he said. “The presi- 
dent of the United States is not the 
president in a foreign land, he is an 
alien, shorn of all his sovereign 
powers. He has no power of his 
own to transfer the seat of govern- 
ment to an alien country.” 

The idea that the residence of the 
United States ambassador is a 
proper place to perform a presiden- 
tial function abroad was character- 
ized by Senator Sherman as fiction. 

In 1901, he said, President Mc- 
Kinley did not even step on the in- 
ternational bridge across the Rio 
, Grande when he desired to meet 

President Diaz of Mexico. Presi- 
dent Harrison ventured as far as 
the middle line of the international 
boundary once. President Cleveland 
got beyond the jurisdiction of the 
United States once on a fishing trip

, Taft once went to the canal zone 
i which, he said, was a violation of 
the principles of the tradition. 

Senator Knox, of Pennsylvania, 
called attention to a visit by George 
Washington to New England before 
Rhode Island had accepted the new 
federal constitution, pointing out 
‘sat Washington Carefully voided 
entering Rhode Island.

AT CAMP GORDON 


A general speed-up of discharge 
work, together with the information 
that a special representative of the 
department of laboris at “amp Gor- 
don to obtain positions in civil life 
for the men as they are discharged, 
were cemobrlization developments 
at Camp Gordon yesterday. 

Memorandums issued at headquar- 


ters supplied the following news: 

“The department of labor has a 
representative at this camp to fur- 
nish information which may be used 
to facilitate and assist men dis- 
charged in securing suitable civil 
employment. The representative 
will be located in the camp and will 
furnish information to organiza- 
tion commanders as to opportunities 
for employment, number and quali- 
fications of men needed in each lo- 
eality for the various employments 
needing men, wages paid, living con- 
ditions and opportunities for hous- 
ing, conditions surrounding’ the 
work, etc. 

“The agents or individual compa- 
nies will mot be a wed to enter 
camp or to make or solicit contracts 
or attempt to recruit labor for any 
particular enterprise within the 
camp. 

“No class C-1 and C-2. men, nor 
men under treatment or physical 
training, will be discharged until 
the board of review 
the maximum improvement has been 
obtained or that physical disabilities 
have not been exaggerated or ac- 
centuated. Intensive 
training of all men thus held will 
be immediately undertaken and con- 
tinued in order that their cure or 
maximum improvement and subse- 
quent discharge may be accom- 
plished in the shortest possible time, 
thus reducing the compensable cases 
to a minimum, 

“All men, except those inducted 
for special and limited service only, 
whose service in camp showing 
their physical classification at the 
time of induction into service, will 
be considered as of physical Class A 
at the time of induction. 

“Men who have acquired a lower 
classfiication, due to their own 
misconduct, or diseases which, in 
the opinion of the board of review, 
are incurable, or which will take a 
long or indefinite time to cure, 
should be discharged as soon as 
the danger of carrying infection 
is eliminated. Al other cases of 
disabilities, due to their own mis- 
conduct, should be discharged as 
soon as their physical condition will 
permit.”

and who now is at his home in 
Saunemin, Ill. Sergeant Schumaker 
was a member of Company K, 326th 
Infantry, 82d Division, and his com- 
rade, who was wounded by the same 
shell which killed the sergeant 
wants to communicate with the 
parents of his friend, who made the 
supreme sacrifice. 

George R. Donovan, cashier of the 
Atlanta Nationa] bank, has received 
a letter from J. P. Lannon, assistant 
cashier of the State Bank of Saune- 
min, Ill. asking if Sergeant Schu- 
maker’s parents can be located, so 
that they may hear from his wound. 
ed friend how heroically the At- 
lanta bov died. 

he letter of Mr. Lannon to Mr. 
Donovan is in part as follows: 

“I have a friend who has just returned 
from the battlefields of France badiv 
wounded. He was with company K, 326th 
infantry, and was wounded near Verdun. 
In his conversation with me he mentioned 
the name of Sergeant Schumaker. of his 
company, and told of his being killed right 
by his side and by the same _ shell that 
wounded him. He said he believed that 
Sergeant Schumaker came from your city 
Atlanta. I immediately placed myself in 
the place of Schumaker’s parents. and 
thought how nice it wouid be if his parents 
could be located and hear from my friend 
just how their hero met his death. Mv 
friend, together with a. large number of 
wounded, were on their way to the first aid 
hospital and were crawling and hopping 
along as best they could trying to get 
hack for relief when they ran into a 
barrage thrown out by the Huns. A large 
shell lit right near the wounded men and 
thirteen of them were killed, Schumaker 
being one of them. My friend had both 
legs badly wounded and his eye hurt and 
when he came to he said arms and legs 
laid all around him. His story is interest. 
ing and the parents of Schumaker, if he 
lives in Atlanta, would no doubt ba pleased 
to get in touch with this young man.”

BRAND SENDS WIRE 
ON “BOLLY” COTTON 


Chairman ChawmNes J. Brand, of 
the cotton distribution committee 
of the war industries board, on 
Tuesday sent a telegram to J. Hope 
| Senet secretary of the Atlanta 


Commercial Exchange, stating that 
the board has never ruled that “bol- 
lies” are either deliverable or un- 
deliverable, and that persons con 
templating t ering bolly cotton 
on contracts should understand that 
such cotton. is under great liability 
Lof rejection because of its charac- 
teristics of poor quality banned un- 
der the cotton futures act. 

The telegram was sent following 
+ al geek circulated several days age 
that bolly cotton is deliverable on 
contract. 

The telegram to Mr. Brand fol- 
lows: 

‘‘Commnunications received from cotton in- 
terests indicate a’ misunderstanding of the 
situation regarding the tenderability of 
bollies on future contracts. Onr hearings 
at New Orleans and at other points showed 
there was no general trade understanding 
as to the meaning of the term ‘bollies.’ 
This department cannot rule and has not 
ruled that ‘bollies,’ as a class, are either 
deliverable or undeliverable. Bolly cotton 
is in the same aituation as other cotton, 

‘Subdivision five of section five of the 
cotton futures act prescribes certain charac- 
teristics which have rendered cotton unde- 
liverable. Any Dbolly cotton to which one 
of these characteristicse applies is unde- 
liverable. 

‘*As pointed out in our previous corre- 
spondence, bolly cotton is peculiarly liable 
to possess certain of these characteristics. 
The character of the staple of bolly cotton, 
for instance, is very likely to be such as to 
reduce the cotton below the value of good 
ordinary. Last spring a considerable quan- 
tity of very poor cotton was tendered for 
delivery on contracts and many rejections 
by this department resulted, to the dissatis- 
faction and loss of the tenderers. 

“It is of great importance that parties 
who contemplate tendering bolly cotton on 
contracts should realize fully its great 
liability to rejection for reasons contained 
in the cotton futures act.’’

Edward A. Rumely, redent owner, 
of The New York Evening Mail, and 
Dr. Heinrich F. Albert, a German 
propagandist, were connected with 
the campaign by the witness, who 
declared that the money for the in- 
sertion of the advertising in prac- 
tically all of the 619 newspapers of 
the association of whith he is presi- 
dent, was contributed largely by 
Rumely. He said his dealings with 
Albert consisted in the collection 
through the German propagandist of 
a portion of the $200,000 which Rum- 
ely conttibuted.

‘The trials in connectin with the 
discovery of bombs at Zurich, says 
this German newspaper, “have led 
to the disclosure of a ‘terrorist’ serv- 
ice of the Germany general staff in 
Switzerlane, With the support of 
diplomatic and consulate couriers 
explosives and bacilli cultldres were 
supplied, especially to Italian and 
French anarchists, in order that 
they they might practice scabotge 
in their countries and spread dis- 
ease among the army horses. 


“Of course, the German employers ' 


in this service had not the slightest 
guarantee against the direct em- 
ployment of these methods in 
Switzerland itself. In some of the 
Swiss newspapers the opinion is 
expressed that the German authori- 
ties would not have been displeased 
at the outbreak of disorders in 
Switzerland itself, because they 
hoped for the consequent infection 
of neighboring countries, of course, 
with the exception of Germany, 
which they held to be absolutely 
immune,

During Last Days 


Grenades Were Attached 
to Bodies of Dead Ger- 
mans So That Allied 
Stretcher Bearers Would 
Be Killed. 


December 3.—German deviltry seem- 
ed to know no bounds in the 
last days of the fighting on the 
British front after the Hindenburg 
line had been shattered. They at- 
tached grenades to the bodies of 
dead Huns left behind in the Ger- 
man retreat, so that when the bodies 
were lifted the grenades exploded. 
killing or wounding the bearers. 
Near the town of Le Cateau, a 
number of Australian stretcher bear- 
ers were killed by these grenades 
in attempting to remove some Ger- 
man dead from the field in front 
of an American machine gun posi- 


| tion. Thereafter no Australian 
would put hand on a @ead German. 


In some cases the bodies were drag- 
ged to their burial places by means 
of a long rope, which allowed the 
Stretcher beasers to keep 


range of any exploding hand gre- 
nades, 

The Americans, on the other hand, 
hit upon the plan of making the 
German prisoners bury their own 
dead. In one instance a Boche pris- 
oner was summarily shot because 
he refused to remove the body of 
one of his dead companions. An ex- 
amination of the body later led to 
the discovery that it was mined. 
The German was aware of this fact 
and refused to touch it. 

In one small town evacuated by 
the Germans, many of the beds were 
found to be mined. An American 
officer, tired and worn by a long 
'and hard fighting, sought rest on 
a lounge in a room previously oc- 
cupied by a German officer. The 
lounge blew up and he was instantly 
' killed. 

Another officer picked up a pair 
| Of field glasses left by the Germans 
and was adjusting the focus when 
the glasses exploded in his hands 
and blew away a part of his face. 

The Huns had become adept in the 
“nefarious business of making in- 
fernal machines, mines and time 
fuses, and there was scarcely an 
area where the electrical and engi- 
, neering experts of the allies did not 
find some new form of their~fiend- 
ish ingenuity.
